SOUTH AFRICAN UNIVERSITIES 


A rocent issue of Woroni contained 
a lengthy account of a matter which 
had been considered by an S.R.C. 
meeting - the reque.st from • 
N.U.A.U.S. to support- a br'itic ism 
of South African Government 
/ policy in separating 
J European and non-European Uni- 
/ versity students* 

It was agreed to give support to 
N.U.A.U.S. by six votes to one (two 
members being absent). 


y Woroni quoted in full the arguments 
y put forward by NUAUS; ivhich were accept- 
j ed at the meeting, but did not mention 
/ any arguments against the motion* 

For the benefit of students who may feel 
sympathetic towards the attitude of NUAUS 
offer a few praoticr?.!, reasons for dissent- 


The historical developme ntof South Africa has once and for all 
determined that there shall be separate development of her v/hite 
and coloured peoples. This traditional policy is the outlook of 
all people, irrespective of politics. It is' NOT, as seems to 
be believed, a new idea introduced by the present Premier - of 
this I can giv first hand assurance, having been in the country 
before and after the election which brought the present Govern- 
ment to oower.

The issue involved is a biological one - for the greater, part 
both v;hite andcoloured people have the same instinctive reaction 
to miscegena t ion, and experience has shown that this must 
result from indiscriminate mixing. Half-ca'stes. the world over 
are shunned, and it is ' significant that in a3.1 countries they 
have been labelled T\?ith some opprobrious name. 

South Africa is a racial cul de sac -and for the white man to 
maintain himself in the midst of 10,000,000 Nrctives, Indians, 
and '‘off whites” - the offspring of miscegenation o'f many 
centuries ago - there can be no compromiseo The., only alter- 
native to apartheid is a /'coffee coloured rece“c-

In criticising the policy of separating tFni versity students, 
NUAUS is not concerning itself with the problems of students, 
but directly with the policy of the governmnt of another 
country. It is surely obvious that the government of a 
country has greater knov/ledge of. the way to. tackle, its problems 
than has any group of s tude nt s' 7,000 miles av^ay e 

University segregation is being approached as follows i 

* ^ government has appointed, ar.Cpramiss ion of Inquiry to 
: investigate what can be done to -bring about apartheid in 
the two universities of Johannesburg and Gape Town - the 
■ONLY TWO out of nine South African universities which have’ 
mixed attendances. 

(b) No compulsory steps are to be instituted until separate 
and as nearly as possible equal educational facilities 
can be provided. 
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NUAUS decided to brin^ up this- whole matter at the 'request of 
NUS;'/S - the supposedl;y equi vale n-t.. South African student body. 

In this CO nnec t ion it is significant that NUSAS membership is 
drawn from only FOUR South African Universities, and therefore 
cannot be regarded as representative of Soutl. -^^-frican University 
Students. -The Universities- of Pretoria, Stellenbosch/ O.F, S. 
and Potchef stroon, ,, broke away ••- -from MJSAS (which has unsuccess- 
fully approached them to re-join) b'eca'use they disapproved of 
the "lefti^st” tendencies of that body.

In concluding mi^ht I say that the complexity of the 
colour problem- of South Africa, has been recoj^nized by many Austra- 
lians. At the conclusion of his visit to South Africa la*,t year, 
Mr. Menzies said that the solution of South Africa’s stci.al prob- 
lems was one for South Africans, and not for outsiders who knew 
nothiiig of conditioBio I should also like to quote from a daily 
newspaper - not .a "prejudiced" South African but an Australi-=n 
paper, P - which states very clearly the problem of assimilation. 

Thi. 'jyas q_.ickly brought forward in answer'to a criticism of 
Australia's white irami,:,ra t ion policy - may we also bear' it in mind 
when we ourselves are criticising the policy of our sister- 
dominion; 

"At least two ountries - the U.S.A. .and South Africa - are 
beset wpth intractable problems of the kind we want to avoid. 

Our iinmi^rati on policy was framed early in thi^ century, in 
full 'awareness of the limits of ssimilation, and the dan.^ers 
of trying to int ennin;:4'le. human stocks of varying races, reli- 


. customs, traditions and inherited social 


ti ces . ..... 

"Our attitude is not..... prompted by anta^^onism to Asiai.s.... 
It has its roots in ourmoes of life, and those of our fore- 
bears, in social ways, in human genetics, in economic factors, 
and the .predominantly British or Europen inheri tance . , , . . 

"We cannot' claim to be above criticism, but critics do better 
..service to the cause of mutual unders tandi.i.-; in the decree 


thut they show themselves to be well informed of the basic 
reasons for our aims and as oir-^ tiohs " . r—

4. This battered world, by its fecit agreement to the League 

of. nations and the United Hatlons Organise tion , has twice declared 
itself to be in favour of a system of world • go ver nment . This 
being so,: it becomes the concern and duty of a nv country to 
criticise., the .government ..of,. ..any geographical group which is con- 
travening the very, basic rights of human equality and the 
principles of human di..^nity for -which thy have, in hypocrisy, 
declared. Matters which affect m.ah, as man; '-are no t matters 
within the sole jurisdiction of a single national group. Basic 
principles can never be subjected to natinnal politics without 
disasfrous results to the fiture integrity of. -the group behind the 
-■prcrjec't""-Oh the to tdl .abandonment of the principles themselves. 
.Greafer knowledge of the .detailed situation ma.y lie with the group. 
.CO hc'erned it is true, but fo lose si._,ht of the underlying prin- 
ciples' .guiding ri.-^ht activity, is to rob that detail of all meaning 
in the eyes of the beholder. 

5* This point-, I believe, is offered in refutation of certain 

implicatio.ns made in the article appearin^^ in "Woroni". Yet, I 
feel," certain points oY interest ..emerge.. .f-rom-i-t-. - - 

(a) ONLY two of nine South African Universities have had~mixed 
• a t teud.ances . The Vi/hites, even in their wildest dreams, have never 
allowed a great encroaphmen.t,.,,o'f^^^^ preserves. Now this 

one progressive step, this oae ray of lii_,ht, is to be withdrawn. 
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(b) This I fraj:lx;.disb I-t is now, however, a matter which 
can be proven at this stage but a matter of belief, which must 
await the passage of time for its proof or disqualifies tion • 

It Is meant to be 'implied, of course, that four Universi- 
ties is not nircny. Four put of nine rather changes the picture, 
though, and this should not be forgotten* The point, nevertheless, 

■is irrelevant* Regardless of the numerical backing for it, the 
point t issue is one of principle * not one of majority rule, and 
the fact that ITUAUS, UUSAS, Communists, republicans or British 
liberals orij,inated.- it is not really worthy of consideration. The 
thinv^ is wro ng and_that is all there is to it. 

7,. This last, cleverly, is the most telling point, I would 

reply by sayin., that physiologists have not yet agreed that mental 
capacity is racially determined. If the native is slower to learn 
. the complex! t ies of a modern technological world, this is not 
because his brain is ^'smaller'* or feebler, but because^he. is star- 
ting his contact with modern life, and the university in U 1 i 

at a gross disadvanta^^e due to his earlier environment. ihe point, 
of course, is that unless .the backward race is ^iven as full and 
free a chance of association as can loe .arranged, then we are retar- 
ding its pro,^ress and preventing any chance it has of speeding up its 
tardy efforts in the field' of self-education. Only by a full asso- 
ciation with the white man can the native race overcome the disad- 
vantage incurred from its' earlier environment and be;jin to assimi- 

. late knowledge on an equal footing.
